Washington, September 4.—The 
question of limiting American drink - 
ables to less than one-half of 1 per 
cent will be approxtmately a 25 
cent issue in the fall elections. It is 
estimated that in over 100 of the con- 
gressional districts prohibition will 
figure this fall, while six or eight of 
the senatorial contests will raise the 
question, in at least two cases predom- 
inantly. 

The senatorial eontests in New 
Jersey and Missouri bid fair to be 
decided. entirely on the prohibition 
issue. It will also figure in Ohio, 
California, New York, Wisconsin, II- 
linois and other. contests to a lesser 
degree. 

So far as the republican sa demo- 
cratic national organizations are con- 
cerned, there will be no participation 
in the prohibition factor. Each or- 
ganization will support its candidates“ 
whether they are wet or dry, on the 
theory that so far as prohibition is 
concerned it is a personal and not a 
party matter. This attitude is made 
necessary by, the fact that both or- 
ganizations have candidates for and 
against modification or repeal of the 
Volstead act.

the Near East to be held at Venice, 
probably late this month. 

Official information here is that 
the Greek position is bad. Messages 
from Athens and Constantinople in- 
dicate the troops of Mustapha Kemal, 
the Turkish chieftain, are menacing 
Trusa—the base of the northern 
Greek: army—and are splitting the 
Greek forces in several places. 

‘Great Britain fears that farther 
Turkish victories will stiffen the de- 
mand of the Turks for the cession 


of Thrace as well as other territory 


in Asia Minor. Such an extension 
of the Turkish domain is regarded 
as intolerable by England, Rumania. 
and Serbia in particular. It would 


mean that Turkey and Bulgaria would 
once more be connected territorially.

An exceedingly gratifying report 
in connection with the September 
resumption. of educational activities 
throughout the south is that from 
the Martha Berry schools for moun- 
tain boys and girls, at Rome, Ga., 
stating that the institution last Sat- 
urday entered upon the 1922-23 
scholastic year with an enrollment 
of 550. | 

This means that 550 young men 
and young women —recruited mainly 


from the strongholds of illiteracy in 
the mountainous regions of Georgia, 


the Carolinas, Tennessee, Alabama 
and Kentucky, with Texas, Missis- 


sippi, Louisiana and Florida each 
represented on the registration list 
—have put themselves in the way 
of attaining, by their own efforts 
through the medium of this splen- 
did educational plant, a higher stand- 
ard of citizenship than it would be 
possible for many of them to attain 
by pursuing the course of least re- 
sistance and remaining without edu- 
cational advantages in the moun- 
tains. E 
The report from Berry: is partic- 
ularly gratifying in that the enroll- 


year is the largest im the history of 
the institution, covering a period of 
more than twenty years. N 

The only regrettable feature of it 
lies in the fact that because of the 
limited capacity of the plant the

pher will take your picture. : 

Radium is surrounded with even 
more mystery and misunderstanding 
than the X-ray. Like the X-ray in 
the earlier day®, radium has been 
seized upon as an ideal means of ex- 
ploiting credulity. It would seem that 
the average layman, at least the type 
that patronizes quackery, is willing to 
believe that a dash of radium will 
eure whatever he imagines ails him. 
This is cruel and false; if ethics were 
not at such a low ebb such falsehoods 


could never gain a footheld. 


Radium bromide, the farm or salt 
of radium used in therapeutics, may 
be purchased now for $120 per milli- 
gram, or about $7,200 per grain. But 
radium constantly gives off emana- 
tions or rays which consist of actual 
particles, and these emanations may 
be collected and kept for a time in 
glass tubes. The radium itself loses 
only half its strength in 1890 years; 
the emanation loses half its strength 
in four days, but the emanation is as 
good as the radium itself while it 
lasts. One millicurie of emanation in 
a glass tube left permanently embed- 
ded in cancerous tissue, for instance, 
has the same effect as treatment by 
one milligram of radium. 

Radium rays are divided into three 


kinds, alpha, beta and gamma rays. 
Alpha rays, constituting about per 
cent of the rays radium gives off, 
have no remedial effect because they 
do not penetrate tissue. They may 
be arrested even by a thin sheet of 
paper. The beta rays constitute 9 per 


q cent of the emanation, and have mod; 


erate penetrating power, something 
less than half an inch of tissues- or 
flesh. It is the beta ray that irritates 


and causes sloughing, whetefore it is 


the ray chosen for treating ‘various 
superficial and skin lesions. The 
gamma rays constitute only 1 per 
cent of the entire emanation, but 
are most penetrating, going through 
as much as three inches of tissue, and 
hence gamma rays are selected for 
treatment of deeply situated lesiong.

500,000 bales as compared with last 
menth's cstimate. The actual deter- 
soration has been caused by the spread 
of the bell weevil, the extreme weath- 
er conditions in either case being 
favorable for its propagation. In 
fielas where the government formula 
for fighting the pest by. the use of 
calcium arsenate was used, results 
were satisfuctory, and it would seem 
oy if the spread of the infestation 
has reached the proportions of a 
pleague, which would. justify drastic 
measures on the part of the govern- 
ment to compel the use of measures 
to exterminate it.
